Ambassador: Arthur J. Gold- 
berg said that if members of 
the United Nations «Security 
Council believe the NLF ‘ought 
to be invited” to UN peace talks 
which the United _ 
sought in vain to initiate, “‘we 
would join in.” 

The United States ‘ ‘would not 
initiate an. invitation,’ Goldberg 
tald . the.

WHETHER OR NOT BRITISH 
Foreign Secretary Brown’s 
optimism regarding Britain’s accep- 
tability to the European Common 
Market is well founded, he has 
made it very plain that the country 
is totally committed to achieving 
membership, and that this associa- 
tion would be fully political as well 
as economic. 

Mr. Brown. bases his latest -re- 
marks on information he has. re- 

ceived in recent weeks regarding 
what he calls the growing public 
opinion in Europe which urges 
British unity with the continent. He 
sees recent French concentration on 
monetary and economic objections, 
rather than political,.as a step for- 
ward, since these can be overcome. 
But the significant aspect of the 
minister's statement yesterday was 
his insistence that Britain has com- 
pletely turned its back on any over 
seas obligations of its own and will 
in future be involved only as a Euro- 
pean power,

“As though to add emphasis to 
his stand, Mr. Brown announced Bri- 
tain’s intention to withdraw from 
Aden almost immediately rather 
than next January. This will leave 
even more chaos than a phased-out

N his book, Challenge of Confidence, 
Mr. Eric Kierans argues in very 
tentative fashion for republican institu- 
tions as a means of fostering the 
Canadian sense of 
identity and -promot- 
ing national unity. 
The same idea has 
been expressed by 
Mr. Gerin-Lajoie and 
perhaps. by. Mr, 
Daniel Johnson, 
although the 
premier’s actual 
words. of last year 
were in a_ distinc- 
tively Quebec con- 
text. It seems to me this is another of 
those disembodied notions which make 
dialogue so difficult. One cannot very 
well respond to a challenge too vague to 
be grasped, Mr. Kierans recognizes this 
elsewhere in hig attempt to sketch a new 
division of powers which might be a 
basis fcr constitutional amendment. 
There was a time when the eradica- 
tion of capitalism was popular. with 
many Canadians who have since diverted 
their energies to other goals. They 
assumed in those years that many 
glaringly obvious social evils were in- 
herent in “the system” and would 
disappear with a change of system. In 


_ the circumstances neither assumption 


seemed unreasonadle but neither has 
been borne out by post-war experience. 


Floating on Faith 


The new Quebec republicanism, 
although a similar mixture of analysis 
and faith, floats chiefly on faith. Our 
institutions are imperfect, symbolically 
inadequate, and change is therefore 
essen‘iul. While Mr. Kierans- and Mr. 
Gerin-Lajoie are not too clear on what 
the change should be, they know in their 
bones’ that it will be for the better, 
~ Jt is unfortunate that we are com- 
pelled by the Kierans book to resort 
to mind-reading. He is evidently unhappy 
about ‘the- preamble to the BNA Act 
which speaks -of “one Dominion under 
the Crown of the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Ireland, with a 
constitution similar in principle to that of 
the. United Kingdom.” This is “‘strange 
and anachronistic’ when Britain is 
withdrawing from her old imperial 
outposts and when she “belongs to 
Europe,” whatever -Mr. de Gaulle may 
say. He continues: 


North American Emphasis 


“Canada ‘delongs to North America as 
the whole network “of our canals, rivers, 
bridges, highways and air routes makes 
evident. A British monarchy, represent- 
ing and personifying a European nation 
that is no longer an empire, will find it 
difficult to symbolize in any. effective 
way a-North American nation grounded 
in a binational clilture. Our need for a 
national sentiment ..... for the unity of 
all our people and for our own clear 
purpose must be grounded in Canadian 
reality and cannot subsist on a nostalgia 
for yesterday's glories. We cannot 
continue as haif-French or. half-British.’” 

‘Mr. Kierans sees this as one area of 
constitutional change which is ‘‘essential 
to our development as ‘a. unified and 
independent nation.” 


If the preamble no. longer corresponds . 


to reality, we can change it. But it does. 
not necessarily follow that the replace- 
ment of the Crown by a a presidency 
would promote the unity of a nation with 
two cultures. A few questions arise. 


Symbolism or Power? 


First, do we wart a strictly head-of- 
state president for reasons. or symbol- 
ism, cr do we want a power president? 
If we are bent on conforming to the 


North American pattern, we need a power ~ 


president. This certainly is Mr. Daniel 
Johnson’s. thought. He wants a- presi- 
dential system so that he can choose a 
cabinet from persons of administrative 
ability who are not. in the legislature, 
Mr. Kierans seems to be thinking more 
in terms of state dinners although he 


wavers between two very different.

Interpreting 
The Battle

ETURNING travellers always have a 

sad tendency to go on too long about 
their impressions garnered overseas. 
Even so, one further 
word resulting from 
a long Far Eastern 
trip is really irresist- 
ible. The essence of 
this further word is. a 
warning—the war n- 
ing that nothing like 
a true picture of the 
war in Vietnam is 
coming through. To 
illustrate, let us take 
a specific, rather 
recent instance. 

Not long ago, a minor unit of the U.S. 
1st Division ran into a whole regiment of 
the enemy's 9th Viet Cong Division. The 
meeting surprised the. Americans and 
their losses Were fairly heavy. The 
engagement received the fullest front 
page coverage, plus the usual hyped-up 
coverage by the television people. 

As far as the American public were 
concerned, the story ended there. But in 
reality, it did not end’ there, by any 
means. To begin with, there was the 
remarkable basic reason for the surprise 
of the .American unit by: the enemy 
unit—to be specific, by the 27st

power we ‘give. a president, 
problems we may have. 

The greatest example of a power 
president in our hemisphere is, of 
course, the American. It has its roots in 
the constitution of 1789 which should be 
of interest to us for a. reason which we 
persistently ignore or deny. What it did 
was to accommodate in one federal state 
two founding cultures linked by a 
common language but separated. by 
instituticnal differences far greater than 
anything today observable in English and 
French Canada. One measure of the gap 
is the original representation formula 
based’ on the principle that a slave 
should count as 3-5 of a freeman. 


Civil War 


It cannot be said that the American 
presidency, despite its undoubted success 
and vast prestige has invariably been a 
force for unity.’After the Buchanan drift, 
the election of Mr; Lincoln was followed 
by the secession of the south and the 
four-year civil war. This is not to 
suggest, indeed-it would be rediculous to 
suggest, that the war was attributable to 
the offize. But’it does justify the modest 


conclusion _that republican institutions 
are something less than a sovereign’ 


remedy for- problems of disunity. 

We hear, that the Crown is contro- 
versial, anachronistic; that it arouses the 
passions of the separatists. This may be 
less alarming when we consider +U.S. 
experience. After all Americans have 
shot four of their 35 presidents and they 
came within one vote of impeaching 
another. It is not for us to criticize this 
level of performance. We may, however, 
derive some comfort from the fact that 
we have lived more quietly with our own 
anachronistic institutions. 


Method of Choice 


Following Mr. Kierans’ thought, we 
will have to decide not only on the type 
of president we want but also on the 
question of how we are to choose him. 
According to a former congressman, Mr. 
Ed Gossett, in a thoughtful article 
currently appearing in Reader’s Digest’ 
“How to choose a chief executive was— 
the mest bitterly debated provision of 
the U.S. constitution.” Mr. Gossett 
argues persuasively that it has not yet 
been satisfactorily. solved.

Unhappily the reformed American 
electural college has also been dis- 
appointing, On more than.one occasion.a 
candidate has won the popular vote only 
to lcse the presidency. This happened in 
1876. “Only by a real exercise of 
patriotism and statesmanship,” writes 
Mr. Gossett, ‘‘did Tilden dissuade his 
ardent supporters from starting a civil 
war.” 

We can, of course, avoid this by direct 
election. But apart from symbolism 
it is difficult to see why the idea would 
have much appeal in Quedec. 

For most of the time the Crown is 
represerited in Canada by the governor- 
general, Nowadays he is‘a Canadian and 
a person chosen with extreme care. The 
appointee must be detached from 
partisan politics and acceptable to both 
sedtions. One cannot imagine a uni- 
lingual governor-general. In addition, the 
Massey-Vanier-Michener succession 
strongly suggests that a convention is in 
the making which ensures an alternation 
of appeintments between -French and 
English. 


Unfavorable to Quebec 


Since French-speaking Canadians 
comprise only about 30 per cent of the 
population, Quebec could scarcely expect 
such a favorable result if the head of 
state was chosen by popular election, 


We have had no consitutional dispute 
involving the governor-general since 
1926. If we decide to have an elective 
president, however, there will be a new 
situation. Popular election is an argu- 
ment for power. What will be the 
relationship between ‘an elective presi- 
dent and an elective prime minister, if 
we-are-to have both?—No doubt we will 
start with some reasonably tidy consti- 
tutional arrangemient: Will this tidiness 
continue to appeal to both sections if, as 
may easily happen, the president is of 
one culture, the prime minister of 
another? 


Seeds of Dissatisfaction

What then is more important? The

No‘ one with the least interest in the 
progress of the war can have any doubt 
about the right answer to the foregoing 
questions. Why, then, does the war’s real 
pattern and trend fail to come through at 
home? F 

In part, the answer to: this further 
question is not pleasant for anyone proud 
of being a newspaperman. For example, 
this war has had only two really decisive 
battles to date. The newspaper that 
claims. pre-eminence in this country 
reported the first of these two battles 
exclusively in.terms of U.S. losses, with 
hardly a mention of the fearful defeat 
the enemy was suffering. It then denied 


thatthe main body of the enemy had 


even been engaged in the second. 

Mainly, however, the difficulty arises 
from the ‘sheer complexity of the war's 
pattern, which. is enormously hard to 
convey in a balanced way. Meanwhile, 
the main point to note is quite simple. 
The true pattern and trend of the war 
are in fact rather accurately indicated 
by the foregoing summary of the state of 
the 9th VC Division. In military terms, 
as. well as in political. terms, the 
American and allied efforts are at last 
beginning to pay off.

Foreign Affairs Policy 
Needs Public Priorities

A recent address to a Toronto audience by 
a distinguished Canadian began with the 
following strongly-worded -sentiment : 

“T have an uneasy feeling that there is 
today in Canada an increasing sense of 
frustration about Canadian 
foreign policy. There is an 
ever- deepening feeling of 
revulsion against United 
States policy on Vietnam. 

“There is a lessening of 
confidence in the ability of 
the United States. to pro- 
vide wise leadership for 
the Western world. There 
is a growing demand for a 
more independent C ana- 
dian foreign policy.”” 

The speaker was Escott Reid, principal of 
Glendon College at York University, and. for 
over a quarter of a century Canadian diplomat 
at various posts around the world. 

About 35 years ago Mr. Reid was writing 
erticles in learned journals about political 
organization and demo- 
cratic frustration, and then 
he opted into the most 
exclusive compartment of 
the. Canadian — establish- 
ment, the Department of 
External Affairs. In a 
sense, in a second career, 
he is now taking: up again 
where he left off. 

We will be accused of 
being masochists, but we 
have just read and sur- 
vived the exercise, McClelland & Stewart's 
volume of Paul Martin's speeches. 

They read like. continuous recorded an- 
nouncements to the effect that “Trouble is 
temporary and in hand, so do not adjust your 
sets.” 

What will interest us will be to see the 
public response to this volume in comparison 
to the reception of Dr. Reid's address. 

Dr. Reid says that our foreign policy has in 
fact achieved more than we realize or can 
realize: 

“A government which succumbs to the 
temptation to claim public credit for a 
successful diplomatic initiative may win votes 
at the next election but at the expense of 
losing influence abroad. .. . 

* * * 

“A foreign minister of a smaller power who 
claims credit this year for having influenced 
the policy of one of these proud and powerful 
nations on an important issue will probably 
find it more difficult next year to influence the 
policy of that nation on another, perhaps more 
important, issue.”

which ‘we give top priority. ‘ ~ 

What should the top priorities be? 

“TI believe that the two supremely import- 
ant tasks of the whole community of nations in 
this last third of the 20th century are to try to 
narrow the dangerously wide gap between 
China and the rest of the world and to speed 
up the rate of economic growth of the 
underdeveloped two-thirds of the. world.”

Dr. Reid proposes the Canadian government 
should announce publicly that over the next ten 
years it is going to concentrate on these two 
tasks. 

He says that every year we should increase 
our contribution to foreign aid by one-twentieth 
of that year’s increase in our. production of 
goods and services, 

At that rate we reach the level of a billion 
dollars a year by 1973. Foreign aid is one of 
the three essential elements in any plan to aid 
underdeveloped areas. 

The others are largely up to the poor 
countries themselves — to increase their 
production of food and to decrease their 
production of children. 

But what is put forward in this address is 
much more far-reaching than just jacking up 
our external aid. 

It is the development of a Canadian 
obsession with all the instruments of inter- 
national assistance, the marshalling of all 
kinds of expertise here at home, lobbying with 
experts of other countries, then with their 
governments, and consciously, providing the 
drive, the enthusiasm, the gradually recog- 
nized.leadership in all areas of economic aid. 

: x * , 

The existing international organizations 
could all be made more effective and better 
interrelated. 

“Canada played a prominent role in creating 
them. Canada can play a prominent role in 
recreating them.” 

It would have to begin with a relatively 
quiet diplomacy, which of course would be 
politically difficult because of the cost, ‘‘but 
once the Canadian people sensed that Canada 
was beginning to play a subtle creative leading 
role in a world-wide effort to deal with world 
poverty, the sense of frustration in Canada 
about Canadian foreign policy would begin to 
diminish.” 

But would our collective Canadian’ system 
be equal to the shock of leaving. the 
tranquilized and wordy world of -recorded 
annpuncements? 


The Ubiquitous ‘Acthionod 


Has Variety 


‘of Coverings

The unique body covering that has been 
developed by the arthropods functions as a 
mechanical support with semarkable 
efficiency. It has enabled’ 
members of this t 
division -of the 
kingdom to evolyé an 
almost infinite vafiety of 
forms and to invade every 
habitable part of the earth. 

The basie’ structure is 
quite simple. It consists of 
@ series of tubes com- 
pletely’ enclosing the body 
and its many appendages. 
While each component is Carl 
relatively stiff, itis connected to its meighbor 
by a flexible joint to allow movement. Thus 
the legs, mouth-parts, feelers and other 
extensions are clothed in armor like that 
covering the body but are still freely movable. 
This device apparently has been the key to 
success and has made it possible for this group 
to. produce the multitude of forms—-we 
recognize as crabs, shrimps, copepods, spiders 


~ and insects.

The material of which the skeleton is made 
is also remarkable. Technically known. as 
chitin it is extraordinarily “tough and almost 


indestructible. When thickened and_ 


strengthened with deposits:of calcium it forms 
the‘hard shell of a lobster or crab, or a pincer- 


* like claw with which ‘the crustacean can crack 


Molluses. In its most delicate-form it encloses 
the microscopic body of a gnat,and forms the 
gossamer wings upon which the insect floats. 
It may be darkened with pigment so that it 
may_be almost-any color as in some crabs and 
Insects. It may be translucent as glass,

Without this 
protective coat to retain moisture within the 
body it would have been impossible for those 
early forms to leave their watery world for 
any length of time. ;

But despite its many unusualy favorable 
features this chitinous skeleton has a few 
serious disadvantages. For one thing it can not 
be stretched. As a consequence an animal 
enclosed in such a coyer can not increase in 
size except by discarding the old coat and 
growing a new and larger one. This is actually 
what happens in the case of all arthropods. At 
intervals during the growing period the old, 
tight exoskeleton--splits—at—some~ convenient 
place and the inmate struggles out with a new 
skin already formed but still soft and flexible. 
Immediately after shedding the animal swells 
to new and larger size and. the new skin begins 
to harden. In a few hours or perhaps a few 
days the animal is ready to carry.on as usual 
until it is necessary to shéd again. 

Casting the skin is an. exhausting and 
hazardous process. It requires a great deal of 
energy and considerable time. During the 
process the creature is vulnerable to attack so 
must hide for protection or at léast remain as 
inconspicuous as possible. Many“things ean go" 
wrong;- weaklings often succumb at these 
critical stages and since most species shed 
many times during their lifetime casualties 
can be quite high.

HEARINGS IN PUBLIC 

The one-year study, to be un- 
dertaken as soon as a three- 
man commission has been 
named, will receive briefs and 
hold public hearings to deter- 
mine the proper limits of uni- 
versity autonomy and govern- 
ment control. 

The project was proposed to 
the Ford Foundation and the 
provincial departments of edu- 
cation by representatives of the 
Canadian’ University Teachers 
Association, the Canadian Union 
of Students, the Quebec General 
Union of Students. and the 
AUCC. 

In a paper delivered to the 
‘conference Thursday morning, 
Dr. Desmond »Pacey, dean of 
graduate studies at the Univer- 
sity of New Brunswick, said: 

“Nowhere in English Canada 
js there the systematic effort to 
write the scholarly biographies 
and edit the authoritative texts 
that is being carried on at the 
University of Ottawa; Montreal 
and Laval.” 

As well as going below the 
surface of English-Canadian lit- 
erature, Dr. Pacey said, there 
is a need for far greater atten- 
tion to comparative studies of 
English and French literature in 
Canada. 

He urged delegates to further 
“Canadianize”’ their humanities 
programs by placing a greater 
emphasis on Canadian literary 
works.

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Medicare 
Delay Hit 
By Gordon 


TORONTO (CP)—Walter Gor- 
don, president. of the Privy 
Council, warned Thursday the 
Liberal government may lose 
support of the ordinary people if 
it backs down on medicare. 

Speaking to a group of Uni- 
versity of Toronto alumni, he 
said his government should 
honor/its July 1, 1968, deadline 
for introduction of a compre- 
hensive medical care plan. 

Medicare was a major. plank 
in the Liberal election platform 
in 1965. 

Mr. Gordon said some govern- 
ment programs should be put 
off in the need to cut federal 
spending as a step in combat- 
ting inflation. 

“But when you agree to go 
through with’ one, you should 
live up to it, especially if it avas 


made during an election cam- 
paign. 

“T believe that if the govern- 
ment and members of Parlia- 
ment are to retain the confi- 
dence of the ordinary people 
who elect them, then for psy- 
chological reasons, as well as 
others, they must not put off 
again a program that can mean 
better health care and the ab- 
sence of financial worry for so 
many of our citizens.” 

NEED NOT FEAR 

He said doctors need not fear 
being treated like civil servants 
under the medicare scheme. 

“They are entitled to be par- 
ticularly well remunerated for 
their sevices. Everyone knows 
that—in- their —relatively--short 
working lives, the members of 
the medical profession must not 
only repay the large sums of 
money most of them have to 
borrow for their education but 
also, to save up fofitheir retire- 
ment.” 

The former finance minister 
lashed out at British-owned Do- 
minion Steel and Coal Corp., 
charging that the announced 
shutdown of its Sydney, N.S., 
works would not have been car- 
ried out in “a rough, brutal19th 
Century way” if its owners 
lived in Canada. 

He said he knew nothing of 
the business reasons which 
prompted Hawker Siddeley Ltd. 
to close down Dosco by next 
April 1, 

“But I do question the wisdom 
of allowing decisions of this im- 
portantance ... to be made by 
people in other.countries.””

While the savings on 
food products vary, depending on the usual amount of: profit 


expected, the price of non-produce items is a standard 10-per 
cent off the suggested retail price.

City consulting engineer 
Russell Potter said Duncan’s 
water system would be extended 
into the new area,. and eventu- 
ally, through a loop, the entire 
district would be serviced. 

He said extension of sewerage 
was inexpensive and treatment 
of sewage at the present city 
lagoon is controlled by the 
Pollution Control Board. 

Mel McEwan of Eagle 
Heights subdivision said he 
could see no benefits in joining 
the city. 

He said he is happy with the 
existing water supply, police 
protection ‘and, if residents 
wanted street lighting, B.C. 
Hydro has quoted them a price 
of $3 a year,

Unsung, Unrewarded 
These Islanders 


Are Tops 


By JAN GOULD 


Two children in a sailboat 
overdue at their destination; a 
mariner trying to cope with a 
fire on board; a diver suffer- 
ing from the bends; a man 
seen clinging to an overturned 
boat—they’re all Gulf Islands 
distress stories with happy 
endings. 

Over 100-similar calls are 
handled by the Gulf Islands 
volunteer coast guards each 
year. The volunteers are an 
unsung and unrewarded corps 
of some 50 people whose 
efforts mostly aid mariners in 
trouble. 

As well as boat-owners, add 
a liberal number of Islanders 
willing to help in specific 
situations such as combing 
woods for‘ lost hikers or a 
downed plane. 

@- 

Sub Co-ordinator for the 
Ishand’s rescue operations is 
of 
Ganges. The Salt Spring 
Islander keeps maps, charts 
and a list of volunteers near 
his telephone, ready to plot ; 
rescue operations the instant 
a call is received. 

“It’s strictly a co-operative 
effort,” he stresses. “The 
quickest and most efficient 
action in the least time.” 

Many threads of the volun- 
teer cobweb spanning the Gulf 
Islands are tapped in some 
calls. The two children in a 
sailboat who were overdue at 
their destination were spotted 
by a woman using powerful 
binoculars” who saw “a log 
with something larger than 
birds huddled -on it.” 

There were no homeowners 
on the waterfront to which the 
children were drifting so 
several boats were dispatched 
from various arms of the inlet 
to rescue the children from 
what proved to be their over- 
turned boat. 


The boatowner with a fire 
on board had to lower ‘a 
dinghy and jump in it buat 


while others set out to help 
him, 

The volunteers had thought- 
fully stood by during a Gulf 
Island regatta when the scuba 
diver came to the water 
surface suffering severe 
cramps and unable to move. 

The man seen clinging~to 
his overturned ‘boat proved to 
be en route to Kuper Island 
and a large boat was sent to 
his aid.

But if a pocket of this salty 
water is cut off from the world 
ocean, it is left exposed to dry 
in the thirsty air. Its water 
evaperates into gaseous mole- 
cules that go off one by one 
into the atmosphere. Very few 
of the dissolved 
chemicals go with them. As the 
water disappears, most of them

ER OR NOT BRITISH 
Foreign Secretary Brown's 
optimism regarding Britain’s accep- 
tability to the European Common 
Market is well founded, he has 
made it very plain that the country 
is “totally committed to achieving 
membership, and that this associa- 
tion would be fully political as well 
as @conomic. = 
Mr. Brown bases his latest re- 
marks on information he has re- 
ceived in recent weeks regarding 
what he calls the growing ‘public 
opinion in Europe which urges 
British unity with the continent. He 
sees recent French concentration on 
monetary and economic objections, 
rather than political, as a step for- 
ward, since these can be overcome. 
But the significant aspect of the 
minister’s statement yesterday was 
*his insistence that Britain has com- 
pletely turned its back on any over- 
seas obligations of its own and will 


in future be involved only as a Euro- a 


pean power.

As though to add emphasis to 
his stand, Mr. Brown announced Bri- 
tain’s intention to withdraw from 
Aden almost immediately rather 
than next January. This will leave 
even more chaos than a phased-out 
withdrawal would have caused, con- 
sidering: the domestic turmoil that 
wracks:the area, but there would be 
criticism whatever course London 
took, and the impossibility of finding 
an acceptable solution to the current 
situation no doubt has encouraged 
the decision.

which they demand. 


An example of a similar trend 


atthe moment is the partial with- 
drawal of scientists from a long- 
“term study of nuclear fusion as a 
source of electricity, in order to re- 
Jease their services for. immediate 
industrial problems. This is a de- 
velopment arising chiefly from the 
country’s current economic crisis. 
The change in emphasis has sev- 
eral points to commend it. Unless 


France is still opposed. West Ger- 
many is unwilling to challenge Gen- 
eral de Gaulle on the matter, and 
the other members, while urging 
that Britain be accepted, haye still 
to find answers to the questions 
which France raises. 

To the earlier obstacles which 
General de Gaulle especially noted: 
Britain's Commonwealth attachment 
and its close alliance with the United 
States, have now been added doubts 
about Britain’s economic security 
and the strength of the pound ster- 
ling. Concentration on the latter 
points, which Mr. Brown noted, does 
not mean that the former have been 
forgotten. :

Although the _minister spoke 
from a background of personal in- 
security in his position, as a result 
of -his recent actions in and out of 
par liament, and for a government 
beset by by-election. losses and 
mounting criticism, he has at least 
put Britain on record as to policy: 
“Our major field of operation from 
now on must. be in and through 
Europe.” That, if implemented, must 
mark a watershed in the history of 
the island kingdom, for what Mr. 
Brown had in mind was full econ- 
omic and a large measure of politi- 
cal integration, rather than the his- 
toric manipulation of balance of 
power which has been Britain’s age- 
old policy: of detachment regarding 
the continent. 

It is a far cry from a one-time 
position as leader of the western 
world, but it is also a hard-headed 
assessment of the new conditions of 
this latter third of the twentieth cen- 
tury, and a clear-sighted recognition 
that Britain can still make a great 
contribution to world affairs through 
closer association. with her allies 
across the channel.

The same. idea has 
been expressed by 
Mr. Gerin-Lajoie and 
perhaps by Mr. 

Johnson, 
although the

tively Quebec con- 
text. It seems to me this is another of 
those disembodied notions which make 
dialogue ‘so difficult. One cannot very 
well respond toa challenge too vague to 
be grasped, Mr. Kierans recognizes this 
elsewhere in his attempt to sketch a new 
division of powers . which -might be a 
basis fcr constitutional amendment. 
There was a time when the eradica- 
tion of capitalism was -popular with 
many Canadians who have since diverted 
their energies to other goals. They 


herent in 
disappear with a change of system. In 
the circumstances neither assumption 
seemed unreasona le .but neither has 
been borne out by post-war experience. 


Floating on Faith 


The. new Quebec republicanism, 
although a similar mixture of analysis 
and faith, floats chiefly on faith. Our 
institutions are imperfect, symbolically: 
inadeguate, and change is therefore 
esseniial. While Mr. Kierans and Mr. 
Gerin-Lajoie are not too clear on what 
the change should be, they know in their 
bones that it will be for the"better. , 

It is unfortunate that we are ¢om- 
pelied by, the Kierans book to resort 
to mind-reading. He is evidently unhappy 
about the preamble to the BNA Act 
which speaks of “one Dominion under 
the Crown of the United Kingdom of 
Great Hritain- and Treland, with 3 
constitation similar in principle te that 
the United Kingdom.” This is “‘strange 
and anachronistic’ when Britain is 
withdrawing from her . old — imperial 

and when she “belongs to 
Europe,” whatever Mr. de Gaulle may 
say. He continues: — 


North American Emphasis 


“Canada ‘selongs to North America as 
the whole network of our canals, rivers, 
bridges, highways and air routes makes 
evidem. A British monarchy, represent- 
ing and personifying a European nation 
that is no longer an empire, will find it 
difficult to symbolize in any effective 
way a North American nation’ grounded 


_in a binational culture. Our néed for a 


national sentiment .:. for the unity of 


all our people and for our own clear ~ 


for  yesterday’s 
continue as half-French or half-British.” 

Mr. Kierans sees this as one area of 
constitutional change which is ‘‘éssential 
to our development as a unified and 
independent nation.” 

If the preamble no longer corresponds 
to reality, we can change it, But it does 
not necessarily follow that the feplace- 
ment of the Grown by a presidency 


would promote the unity of a nation with 


two cultures. ‘A few questions arise. 


Symbolism or Power? 


First, do we want a strictly headof- 
state president for reasons or symbol- 
ism, cr do we want a power president? 
If we \are bent on conforming to the 


Johnson’s thought. He wants a presi- 
dential system so that he can clioose a 
abinet from persons of administrative 
ability who are not in the legislature. 


Mr. seems to be thinking more 
in terms of state dinners although he 
wavets between two very different 


Despite the canals and bridges he 
would probably e wise to concentrate on 
‘a European-style présidency. The more 


power we give a president, the more 
problems we may have. 

The greatest example of a power 
president in our hemisphere ‘is, of 
course, the American. It has its roots in 
the constitution of 1789 which should be 
of interest to us for'a reason which we 
persistently ignore or deny. What it did 
was to accommodate in one federal state 
two founding cultures~ linked by a 
common language—-but.. separated _ by 
instituticnal differences far-greater. than 
anything today observable in English and 
French Canada. One measure of the gap 
is the original representation formula 
based on the principle that a slave 
should count as 3-5 of a freeman. 

Civil War 

It cannot be said that the American 
presidency, despite its undoubted success 
and vast prestige has invariably been a 
force for unity. After the Buchanan drift, 
the election of Mr. Lincoln was followed 
by the secession of the south and the 
four-year civil war. This is not to 
suggest, indeed it would be rediculous to 
suggest, that the war was attributable to 
the office. But it does justify the modest 
conclusion that republican institutions 
are something ess than a sovereign 
remedy for problems_of disunity. 

We hear that the Crown is contro- 
versial, anachronistic; that’it arouses the 
passions of the separatists. This may be 
less alarming when we consider US. 
experience. After all Americans have 
shot four of their 35 presidents and they 
came within one vote of impeaching 
another. It is not for us to criticize this 
level of performance. We may, however, 
derive somé comfort from the fact that 
we have lived more quietly with our own 
‘anachronistic institutions. 


Method of Choice 


Following Mr. Kierans’ we 
will have to decide not the type 
of president we want ‘also on the 
question of how we are to choose him. 
According to a former congressman, Mr. 


winner-take-all. system ane have some 
advantages, ensuring for example that 
But 


‘the Quebec vote would not be split. 


well to keep shooting clauses out of our 
constitution. 


Unhappily the reformed American 
electural college has also been dis- 
appointing, On more than one occasion a 
candidage has won the popular vote only- 
to luse the presidency. This happened in 
1876, “Only by a real exercise of 
patriotism and statesmanship,’’ writes 
Mr, Gossett, “did Tilden dissuade his 
ardent supporters from starting a civil 
war.” 

We_can, of course, avoid this by direct 
election. But apart from symbolism 
it is difficult to see why the idea would 
have much appeal in’ Que dec. 

For emost -of the time the Crown is 
represented in Canada by the governor- 
general. Nowadays he is a Canadian and 
a person chosen with extreme care. The 
appointee must be detached from 
partisan politics and acceptable to both 
sections, Oné-cannot imagine a uni- 
lingual governor-géeneral. In addition, the 
Massey-Vanier-Michener succession 
strongly suggests that a convention is in 
the making which ensures an alternation 
of appeintments between French and 
English. 


Unfavorable to Quebec 


Since French-speaking Canadians 
comprise only about 30 per cent of the 


- population, Quebec could scarcely expect 


such a favorable result if the head of 
state was chosen by popular election, 


We pave had no consitutional dispute 
involving the governor-general since 
1926. If we decide to have an elective 
president, however, there will be a new 
situation. Popular election is an argu- 
ment for power, "What will be the 
relationship between an elective presi- 
dent and an elective prime minister, if 
we are to have both? No doubt we will 

with some reasonably tidy. consti- 
tutional arrangement. Will this tidiness 
continue to appeal -to both sections if, as 
may easily happen, the president is of 
one culture, the prime minister of 
another?

Even so, one further 
word resulting from 
a bong Far Eastern 
trip is really irresist- 
ible. The essence of 
this further wort! is a 
warning—the war n- 
ing that nothing like 
a true picture of the 
war in Vietnam is 
coming throygh. To 
illustrate, let us>take 
a specific, rather 
recent instance. 

Not long ago, a minor unit-of the U.S. 
1st Division ran into ‘a whole, regiment of 
the enemy's 9th Viet Cong Division, The 
meeting surprised the Americans and 
their losses were fairly heavy, The 
engagement received the fullest front 
page coverage, plus the usual hyped-up 
coverage by the television people. 

As far as the American public were 


Alsop 


-eoncerned, the story ended there. But in 


reality, it did not end there, by any 
means. To begin with, there was the 
remarkable basic reason for the surprise 
of the American unit by the enemy 
unit—to be specific, by the 27ist 
Regiment of the VC division. 

The basic reason for the surprise was 
that the 27ist Regiment turned up where 
it had no business to be, far from its 
allotted base in the remote depths of 
War Zone D. A captured document—a 


“letter from a regimental political officer 


to the VC high command in the 
south—-furthermore- revealed that the 
2Tist Regiment had been driven to move 
out from its base towards the more 
populated areas, because its men were 
approaching starvation on a diet of little 
but rice-gruel. 


Once Proudest : 


Such, then, was the condition of the 
First Regiment of a division which used 
to be the proudest, toughest and most 
celebrated of all the larger VC outfits in 
the whole of South“Vietnam. Long ago, in 
addition, the division ceased to bea VC 
outfit in anything but name. For want of 
VC recruits in the South, in fact, the 9th 
VC Division has been repeatedly filled up 
with northern replacements. 

As to the division’s second regiment, 
the 272nd, it was already in such bad 
shape-eight or 10 months ago that it had 
to be pulled out of the line for rear area 
duty, being temporarily replaced with a 
regiment of northern _ origin. More 
recently this 272nd Regiment was 
returned to the $th VC Division. But 
hard intelligence has recently revealed 
that it has Seen given a “food préduction 
role’’-—meaning that this regiment is 
wholly: engaged in jungle-farming, for 
reasons that can be deduced from the 
surprise move of the 27ist Regiment. 

As to the division's third regiment, 
the 273rd, it has been in the news very 
recently, as the result of an obstinate but 
wholly unsuccessful attack or the special 
service camp at Loc Ninh, near the 
Cambodian border, For an entire regi- 
ment to assault a special -~vice camp 
(with a garrison of eight or nine 
Americans plus perhaps 300 South 
Vietnamese) and to fail disastrously in 
the attempt, is ‘something that really 
offers food for thought, 


What Js Important? 


‘What then Is more important? The 
fact that an American unit had some bad 
luck, which came through in full force at 
home, or that the proudest, toughest and 
most celebrated Y° division is now in 
quasi-ruins, which had not even been 
mentioned’ before these words were 
written? 

No one vith the least interest in the 
progress of the war can have any doubt — 
about the right answer to the foregoing 
questions. Why; then, does the war’s real 
pattern and trend fail to come Poh at 
home? 

In. part, the answer ‘to this further 
question is not pleasant for anyone, proud 
of being a newspaperman. For example, 
this war has had only two really decisive 
battles to date. The newspaper that 


exclusively in terms of U.S. losses, with 
hardly a mention of thy fearful defeat 
‘the enemy was suffering. It then denied 
thatthe main body of the enemy had.

hind a’ desk 
at least. as 
cluttered as 
mine. He of- 
fers a menthol cigarette from 
a neat round tin—one of a 
batch the students are com- 
pleting for sale at an up- 
coming bazaar. 

A specialist in his field, he 
has worked extensively with 
handicapped children. 
greatest problem, he tells me, 
is to communicate; and here 
at Victor Street, training in 
oral “communication ' otéubies 
much of the school day. 

These are children who, rela- 
tively few years ago, were 
condemned: to the shadows. 
Through such schools as this, 
they are being ‘rought into 
the sunlight where they 
belong. 

Twice a week, the kids sit 
down to a hot lunch prepared 
and cooked by advanced 

pupils. They are taken on 
frequent class excursions into 
the outside world—perhaps to 
Beacon Hill_ Park or the 
docks, or to stores whose 
proprietors .have come to 
recognize them as a _ well- 
behaved bunch. The school 
has no. transport: parents 
drive students to and from 
school, and: for field trips, 
teachers use:their own cars. 

Mr. Sullivan is reluctant to 
deal in such terms as; success 
or failure. I wish, though, that 
you could talk, as I did, to a 
father who is grateful beyond 
words for what Victor Street 
School is: doing to help his 
child.

lot of banging outside the house and, on investigating, dis- 
covered some menwere working on repairs to the front porch. 

One of them’ told her some tenants in the building had 
coniplained the porch was unsafe and persuaded her to allow 
them to continue with the repairs.
